When seen at his office after this announce- 
ment Mr. White said: If you want to know 
the reason of my suspension — u need only 
to look at the tape. The terrible drop in the 
market has used me up and I was forced to 
suspend. I have a large number of out- 
standing contracts which must be closed out, 
The drop in Sugar was one of the chief 
causes of my suspension.’’ 

Mr. White was a large seller of stock privi- 
leges, and his present troubles are largely 
dueto that. His puts on the market have 
been bought right and left during the present 
crisis in the stock market, and the rapid and 
severe decline in the market has enabled the 

urchasers of his privileges to put stocks to 

im at prices away above the market. Mr. 
White this morning was unable to give a 
definite idea of his labilities, Dut said he 
would make a public statement in a day or 
two.

THE CORDAGE COMBINE FORCED INTO COURT, 
AS WAS READING. 

New York, May 5.—Chancellor Gill of New 
Jersey at the instance of counsel represent- 
ing Drexel, Morgan & Co., appointed George 
W. Loper, Treasurer of the National Cordage 
Oo., and Edward ©. F. Young, President of 
Jersey Oity’s First National Bank, to be re- 
ceivers for the National Cordage Co. 

It was through Ohancellor McGill himself 
that the news of the receivership was ob- 
tained. He said: ‘*The National Cordage 


Trust ts composed of twenty-five stable com- 
nies in six States. These companies are 
yond immediate reach, and so when thin 
— coming to a crisis and when the pants 
were calling loans and their decision 
romised to keep on calling TI the 
ational Cordage Co. was caugh short. 
It had no chance to draw in any cos derable 
amount to its own scattered resources, and 
recognizing hat the only salvation was in 
self-protection, it took the only course possi- 
ble inthe circumstances and asked for a re- 
ceivership. Reorganization will be the plan 
just as soon asthe — branches of the 
trust can de heard from.’ 
The National Cord Co. was incorporated 
four years ago under the laws of New Jersey.

THE REVOLUTIONARY PARTY. 

New Tonk, May 6.—The Cuban revolution- 
ary party in the United States is pretty well 
off and its recent election of officers showed 
thatit was united and enthusiastic. Jose 
Marti, editor of La Patria, is President; Ben- 
Jamin Guerra, Treasurer, and Gonzalo de 
Quesada, Secretary. The governing body 
has counselors in Key West, Tampa, New 
York and Jamaica, who Keep track of things 
going on in Cuba., The revolutionary party 
is subdivided into groups of clubs, which are 
the active sources of the revolutionary move - 
ment. There are sixty-one of these clubs 
in Key West, eleven in New York and Brook- 
lyn, fifteen in Tampa, two in Philadelphia, 
two in Ocala, Fla., six in Jamaica, two in 
Mexico and one each in Boston, Jacksonville, 
Chicago, Atlanta, New Orleans and San 
Augustine. These clubs supply funds for 
the movement, keep alive the spirit of 
patriotism among their brethren and in- 
itiate their newly arrived countrymen in the 
purposes and objects of the society, and 
from the treasury of the party supplies of all 
kinds will undoubtealy be sent to Gibra or 
any of the hundred bays along the eastern 
coast if the vigilance of the Spanish cruisers 
can be eluded. 

The most pressing cause of discontent at 
present is the failure of the Spanish Govern- 
ment to introduce reforms in the local gov- 
ernment of the island. The Cubans were 
placated for a time by the promise of some 
form of local self-government, and this 
pledge raised up a conservative element that 
discountenanced revolution as detrimental 
to the material interests of the people; but 
this pledge was not kept and the conserva- 
tive element is becoming convinced that only 
in the exp@jsion of the Spaniards can Cuba 
ever hope to obtain the political rights and 
standing her wealth and position entitle her 
to. The island of Porto Rico 16 included in 
the revolutionary programme.

The Commis- 
sa ry of Police protested against the invasion, 
but Armaro threatened to kill him. Gen.

A SOUTHERN PROTEST. 

A healthy protest is going up from many 
Southern papers against the lynching bees 
which haveso often served to break the 
monotony of rural life in that section. 

It is true that the occasion for the pro- 
test was the unfortunate mistake made by 
a South Carolina impromptu court in hang- 
ing the wrong man. Nevertheless there 
are indications in these editorial ex- 
pressions of a hearty disgust with mob 
law anda determination to get rid of it at 
all hazards. 

Expediency and moral sentiment co- 
operate to strengthen this demand. The 
South wants immigrants of the better sort. 
At the recent convention of governors 
held at Richmond, Va., this need was em- 
phasized many times. It is not too much 
to say perhaps that it was the real cause of 
the convention. But the immigrants who 
are most desired are just the ones who are 
deterred by tales of lynchings and burn- 
ings. Law abiding people who are ac- 
customed to regulat legal processes do not 
like to go into a country where justice is 
dealt out in primitive fashion in the form 
of vengeance. 

The South is awakening to the absolute 
necessity of curbing the more hot-headed 
members of society. Representative men 
are coming to realize the hopelessness of 
progress in the absence of an effective legal 
machinery which shall be a guarantee 
against mob law. The Southern people 
may rest assured that immigration of men 
and capital depends largely upon a settled 
social condition, and an orderly adminis- 
tration of justice. 


DRAFT TEAMS ON THE BOULEVARDS. 


If the Mayor may set aside the so-called 
boulevard law in favor of teamsters when 
parallel streets are not in good condition, 
he should do so with unsparing liberality. 

The boulevards are made fora good pur- 
pose, and no complaint is in order as long 
as good facilities are provided for traffic, 
but they are luxuries, and a sound policy 
dictates that necessaries be provided before 
luxuries. A boulevard has no excuse for 
existence until neighboring parallel streets 
are put.in first-class condition, so that 
traffic can be carried on without interrup- 


tion and without unnecessary delays. 


The teamsters pay taxes on their horses 
and wagons. They also pay a license tax 
which gives them, or ought to give them, 
the unquestioned privilege of using the 
best avenues they can find for their pur- 
pose, and if the boulevard is the only good 
one, they should certainly be permitted to 
use it. They are taxed to maintain it and 
thereby acquire a right which should not 
be violated to their hurt. 

If there are any side streets, however, 
which are available for heavy teaming, no 
one will object to preserving the boule- 
vards for driving. Certainly the team- 
sters themselves will not complain. But 
until these side streets are put in the best 
possible condition for draft teams the 
boulevards will have bad be be open to all.

The cause of the present flurry in Wall 
street and of most of the disturbance on 
the stock market of late is not hard to find. 
It lies undoubtedly in the wonderful de- 
velopment of the combine“ idea under 
the fostering nurture of speculative greed. 

It was some timeafter the invention of 
the trust scheme before its pos- 
sibilities as a speculative device 
were realized. lt was at first 
put to use chiefly for the solid purposes of 
monopoly in which ite value asa squeezer 
of the public pocket-book was fully 
proved. Then clever financiers discovered 
that it offered boundless opportunities for 
profitable inflation and speculation. Ittwas 
found that by forming trusts or com- 
bines in the various branches of industrial 
enterprises, not only could the people be 
squeezed by monopoly prices, but they 
could be gouged by the inflation of stocks. 
The toxic effect of this discovery was re- 
markable. Trust after trust was formed 
until it seemed that every form of human 
industry would soon be conductéd under 
the control of central trusts. The wide 
scope of the trust schemes made it an easy 
matter to inflate values by watering to an 
enormous extent the stock representing 
the aggregate of the stocks of the different 
plants brought into the trusts. Thousands 
were changed into millions at the stroke 
of a pen, 

The natural result of this financial bal- 
loonism has’ followed. The market has 
been listed with so-called industrial stocks, 
or trust certificates representing a vast in- 
flation of actual values. The huge trust 
balloons have been filled with gag to the

The organization of the leather trust 
promises to put another and an extensive 
line of American business atthe mercy of a 
monopolistic organization. The control of 
the entire leather supply of the country, 
which is the aim of the new combination, 
certainly involves the handsomest profits, 
but it must fall of its own weight befere long. 
If the figures that have been given are at all 
accurate there are to be $130,000,000 invested 
in the big venture. Atthe present time the 
independent leather merchants of Boston— 
the leather syndicate, as they have been 
called—represent a capital of nearly $50,000,000 
anda responsibility of considerably more. 
The addition of the New York, Baltimore and 
other Eastern producers and jobbers to the 
syndicate makes an organization that will 
prova top-heavy before it travels far on the 
sea of commerce,

Gate- Keepers and Guards Will All Be 
on Duty. 


FIFTY CENTS WILL GAIN EVERY APPLI- 
CANT ADMISSION. 


Managers Propose to Continue This Pol- 
icy During the Entire feason—Nearly 
All the Buildings Will Be Open and 
Nearly All Exhibits Visible—Restaur- 
ateurs Oalled Upon to Modify Their 
Charges—Delayed Installations—Rows 
and Investigations. 


CHICAGO, III., May 5.—Jackson Park will 
be open next Sunday, and the payment of 50 
cents will entitle any memberof the great 
public to entrance, just as it has for the past 
six months, There will be no formal action 
taken, and there will be no official announce- 
ment made, but the gates will be open. 

Supt. Tucker of the Bureau of Admissions, 
understands that his force is expected to 
work Sunday and has made all arrangements 
accordingly. It has been the rule in the 
past to have gates open on the Sabbath, and 
as there has been no order to make a change 
Mr. Tucker will continue as usual. One gen- 
tleman,who is intimately connected with the 
government of the Fair said: 

**Yes, the grounds will be open next Sun- 
day. I just had a talk with Supt. Tucker and 
I know that he expects to have his ticket 
sellers and gatekeepers on duty that day. He 
has had no instructſon to close the gates on 
the Sabbath, and his last orders, given sev- 
eral weeks ago, were to admit the public on 
Sunday the same as any other day. He 
holds, and of course he will be upheld in his 
opinion, thathe has no authority to close 
the gates until he is officially instructed to do 
so. The entire force of guards will be on 
duty and the public will not be allowed to 
enter any of the buildings except the Horti- 
cultural Hall and the green houses. 

„We will then wait for developments. The 
park will be open every Sunday during the 
period of the existence of the Fair, and in a 
few weeks the exhibit buildings will be open, 
but the machinery will never be tusned on 
the Sabbath. 

The open air concerts in Administration 
Plaza were poorly attended this morning, 
owing tothe chilly atmosphere. As on yes- 
terday, the Chicago and Cincinnati bands al- 
ternated, giving concerts from 10 a. m. until 
5p. m. The players did the best they could, 
muffied in their heavy coats, but found ft dit - 
ficultto render finished music in an unfin- 
ished stand, to the accompaniment of car- 
penters hammering on the roof. 

Director-General Davis’ order that the re- 
ception of exhibits should cease with the 
opening of the Exposition does not appear to 
be enforced. Scores of cars loaded with er- 
hibits are still in the grounds, andthe pros- 
pect of completing the installation in all the 
buildings by the end of next week does not 


‘appear to be bright. 


The presence of visitors of course retards 
the work and unavoidable delay inthe ship- 
ment of some exhibits cannot be charged to 
the Exposition. 

This is not the case with the Russian, Nor- 
wegian and Danish exhibits in the Liberal 
Arts Buildings. These sections fronting on 
Columbia avenue are barren of exhibits and 
even the pavilions have not been erected yet. 
This delay was caused by the ice blockade in 
the Baltic Sea and the accident to the steamer 
Heckla, carrying the exhibits from those 
countries. 

Ten weeks were lost but the Commissioners 
expect to have all their exhibits on the 
ground before the second week of the fair 
opens.

NEw Tonk, May 5.—Three Chinamen will be 
arraigned as prisoners in the United States 
Circuit Courtin this city to-morrow—three 
men whose cases it is proposed to make use 
ot for the purpose of testing the constitution- 
ality of the Chinese exclusion law: It isa 
matter which has been amicably arranged 
between the Chinese Six Companies of Cal- 
ifornia and the United States Government 
that a determination may be reached by the 
United States Supreme Court, which will 
convene at Washington next Wednesday to 
hear argument,
